DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither anticipates nor make obvious applicant's claimed invention. With respect to 
claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose a barrel lock for a barrel latch of a grenade 
launcher wherein the locking device includes a locking plate that intercepts a travel path 
for the grenade launcher barrel latch, thereby preventing disengagement of a grenade 
launcher barrel from the grenade launcher receiver. With respect to claim 14, the prior 
art does not disclose a barrel latch safety for a grenade launcher having a barrel latch, 
the safety having a locking plate capable of prohibiting barrel latch actuation upon 
translation of said safety relative to the receiver. With respect to claim 1 5, the prior art 
does not disclose a grenade launcher having a barrel latch lock that is selectively 
positionable on a receiver in furtherance of locking-out said barrel latch.
